School bells will ring Tuesday for 
an estimated 13.000 students' and 
about 600 teachers who will answer 
the call in Lompoc Unified School 
District’s 18 schools. 
It’s a quest for knowledge to 
express it in the purest sense, but 
it’s also a battle of logistics, an 
exercise in numbers. 
The ranks of classified school 
employes will be increased to about 
300 — on a par with last year — with 
the addition of those who did not 
work during the summer. 
Salaries, and the cost of a virtual 
mountain of supplies and enough 
utilities to run a small city add up to 
a price tag of about $13.2 million — 
most of it having a direct impact on 
the economy of Lompoc Valley. 
On the strictly academic side of 
things — focal point of our collective 
effort to know — curriculum has 
been revamped, beefed up in some 
areas and here and there bears signs 
of 
recent 
national 
and 
state 
directives. 
School financing is based on a 
total district tax rate of $4 61 plus 
state and federal aid. Local taxes 
account for about 23 per cent of the 
total budget, the federal treasury 
for about 25 per cent thanks to 
Public Law 874 which earmarks 
monies 
for 
military-defense 
impacted school districts, and state 
coffers, the balance or something 
over 50 per cent. The latter funds 
are the result of an impoverished 
district designation. 
Most of the figures are subject to 
change. School enrollment is a good 
example. Some days ago the best 
guestimate of district officials was 
that some 13,050 students would be 
on hand for the opening day of 
school or shortly thereafter. That 
was a figure readjusted from an 
earlier figure of 13,764 Wednesday 
there was a further readjustment 
downward to a low of 12,400 and a 
high of 12,500. The ultimate figure is 
crucial because it is the key factor 
in 
computing 
average 
daily 
attendance or ADA It is ADA times 
so many dollars that represents the 
major portion of the district’s 
budget. 
Total school enrollment is the key 
in the classic illustration of the 
domino theory: Fewer students, 
fewer state and federal aid dollars; 
fewer dollars and the budget would 
be more in deficit that it already is. 
The district is spending more than 
$1 million more than it has coming 
in revenues because of reserves and 
large 
beginning 
balances, 
presumably on a one time only 
basis. 
By all odds the district employs 
more people and deals in more 
dollars and serves more people than 
any 
other 
public 
or 
private 
enterprise in the Valley save for 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Curriculum - wise there are few 
surprises. It is still too early to 
assess where the district is in terms 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Commissioner 
of 
Education s edict that every high 
school 
senior 
should 
have 
a 
marketable skill when he graduates. 
The impact of efforts by the state’s 
chief educator, Wilson Riles to 
promote pre - school education is 
also slight. There is word that the 
pared - down appropriation for that 
purpose will finance the cost of a 
few pilot programs but no more.

subjects is also less than many 
educators had hoped for. 
There are new programs but here 
is how curriculum director Robert 
Thompson describes it: “ Many of 
our new programs have begun as 
pilot projects allowing us to study 
their feasibility for a period of time 
before instituting them as new 
programs.” 
At the elementary school level he 
lists the Title III reading research 
program in cooperation with the 
county; the Title I programs for 
mathematics 
and 
reading 
for 
disadvantaged 
youngsters; 
a 
revised 
drug 
abuse 
program; 
clinical 
reading 
programs 
for 
grades 4. 5 and 6; a continuation of 
combination kindergarten and first

The latter is a continuation of 
programs developed first at Loma 
Vista and later at Clarence Ruth. 
The open structured classroom 
means different things to different 
people. Basically it refers to a 
greater degree of freedom from 
restraint and a concentration on the 
individual and his needs. 
Many teachers and some parents 
will still point to gaps in such areas 
as music and art and library 
staffing, but gains have been made. 
Gains 
have 
also 
been 
made 
district-wide to bring the teacher 
into the decision making process as 
never before. Committees will work 
this fall to formulate the ingredients 
of the personnel unit concept. The 
school board has approved the 
concept in principle and will look at 
detailed 
recommendations 
in 
January or at about the time that 
the work begins on the 1973-74 
budget. 
Basically the plan would permit 
the staffs of each school to decide 
how to spend money computed on 
the basis of student population. For 
example the staff of one school may 
decide it wants so many teachers 
based on the reappropriate ratios 
and so many instructional aides, or 
maybe all teachers and no aides. 
At the junior and senior high 
school 
levels 
there 
are 
new 
programs in student leadership, 
ecology, computers, Black studies 
and in the traditional academic 
subjects such as mathematics. In 
the latter category is a course in 
calculus, a joint program with Allan 
Hancock College. 
In other respects the landmark 
"Law in a Free Society Project” 
will be continued and extended; new 
state textbook adoptions in social 
science 
will 
be 
in 
use; 
and 
beginnings 
will 
be 
made 
to 
implement the Stull Bill, which 
mandates 
programs 
to 
verify 
accountability. In the latter case, 
the teaching profession will be 
asked to show in effect what the 
taxpayer got for his taxes, or in 
other words what the end product of 
our school system is. 
In terms of career education the 
district has worked for a long time 
to 
develop 
programs 
involving 
visiting lecturers in a variety of 
professional and vocational fields. 
Last year, according to Thompson 
more than 40 individual speakers 
participated at the three scholastic 
levels — elementary, junior and 
senior high schools.

While not mentioning Democratic 
foe George McGovern by name, the 
target of his denunciation was clear 
“ We are faced this year with the 
choice between the work ethic’ that 
built this nation s character—and 
the new ‘welfare ethic’ that could 
cause the American character to 
weaken,” he said. 
Urging workers to go to the polls 
in record numbers, Nixon asserted 
the traditional American values 
“ have come under challenge” by his 
opponents. 
“ The person whose values are 
most directly threatened is the 
American worker," he said, "and it 
is up to the American workers to 
understand 
the 
nature 
of 
the 
challenge and to move strongly to 
turn it back ” 
Nixon s statement was taped at 
the 
Western 
White 
House and 
distributed 
Sunday 
Informed 
sources said that the three major 
networks turned down a request for 
radio broadcast time on grounds 
that the President s remarks were 
"political" and did not fall into the 
mold of a traditional Labor Day 
address. 


In a direct appeal for the labor 
vote, he said: "This year, you are 
not only going to choose the kind of 
leadership you want, you are going 
to decide what kind of people 
Americans will be.”

He said that those who believe in 
the "welfare ethic" are' seeking 
"something for nothing" without 
striving and sacrifice, while those 
who advocate the "work ethic" 
realize “ willingness to work makes 
a person a better human being " 
Nixon was particularly harsh on 
the busing 
issue, 
saying "well 
intentioned 
people, 
who believe 
paternal government in Washington 
can solve everything" are refusing 
to recognize "the realities of human 
nature.”

Blaming the Republican admin- 
stration for both unemployment and 
inflation, Sen. George S. McGovern 
told Labor Day audiences today that 
he will "add two more names to the 
unemployment 
rolls 
in 
Novem­ 
ber—Richard 
Nixon 
and 
Spiro 
Agnew ” 
In a speech prepared for rallies in 
Barberton 
and Chippewa 
Lake, 
Ohio, 
and Oakland. Calif., 
the 
Democratic presidential nominee 
described his party as the friend of 
the 
working 
man 
despite 
the 
hostility 
of 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George Meany. 
"The President says inflation is 
under control," McGovern said "I 
say let him try to feed his family for 
a week on an average paycheck 
"Whenever you shop at the local 
grocery store, you find out that 
Richard Nixon cost more,” he said 
"The Nixon inflation is ground into 
every pound of hamburger you 
buy." 
Turning to unemployment he said: 
"We are determined to end the 
long involuntary holiday of five 
million workers who have been 
unemployed under Richard Nixon. " 
McGovern called the series of 
Labor Day appearances the formal 
kickoff of his campaign for the Nov. 
7 election although he has been 
touring the nation on and off for a 
month. 
The South Dakota senator was 
greeted by several thousand well 
wishers, most of whom waited for 
him more than three hours, when he 
arrived at Akron-Canton Airport 
early today 
McGovern walked along the line 
of supporters that snaked its way 
through 
the 
terminal 
building, 
shaking hands and saying, "thank 
you for coming " 


He flew to Ohio from Hilton Head. 
S.C., where he dined at the plush 
Plantation 
Club 
with 
southern 
governors and tried to convince 
them that he is not a radical. 


McGovern admitted he faces an 
uphill battle in the South, but he 
vowed to campaign personally in the 
region and said he would concede no 
state to Nixon.

bridge and rushed to the plane 
Walker was still strapped in the 
cockpit and unconscious 
Another witness Gerald C Wood 
of 721 N. Seventh St. also saw the 
plane go down from Highway 246 
and aided Oxley remove the victim 
Wood said there was a small fire at 
the time

the engine area 
Moments after they had Walker out 
on the ground, the plane was 
consumed by flames An Air Force 
ambulance arrived moments later 
Wood told the Record it wasn't 
until afterward that he realized the 
danger he and Oxley faced in pulling

Russia increases 


flights to Hanoi 


VIENTIANE (UPI I 
The Soviet 
Union has stepped up cargo flights 
into Hanoi and at least one Russian 
plane has been ordered to land here 
by American fighter bombers, high 
ranking 
Laotian 
government 
sources said today 
According to the sources, the 
number of requests from Soviet 
authorities for permission for the 
flights to fly over Laotian territory 
had been averaging about four each 
month through the end of July 
August showed a sharp increase to 
12 and two requests already have 
been approved so far this month, the 
sources said 
The Russians have listed the 
items carried on all the flights as 
medical supplies and foodstuffs, the 
sources said They said that the 
planes, usually Antonov 12 four- 
engine transports, are shadowed 
across 
Laotian 
airspace 
by 
American radar and jet fighters 


Within the last 13 days, three of 
the transports have had to divert to 
Vientiane airport to await clearance 
from Hanoi to enter North Vietnam, 
apparently because of American air 
strikes. One plane which landed 
here last Thursday had to wait three 
days before proceeding 


The plane later was allowed to 
continue the flight, the sources said

It started out more or less 
routine 
Both 
Governor 
Reagan 
and 
Lieutenant 
Governor Remecke wanted 
to attend the Republican 
convention. 
This 
would 
leave 
the 
S e n a te ’s 
Democratic President Pro 
Tern James Mills as acting 
Governor. It was to be his 
first opportunity to serve as 
the state’s chief executive, 
a job he has ambitions to 
seek two years from now. 
He was to enjoy this tryout 
for six days. 
Whatever 
misgivings 
Reagan may have had about 
leaving the ship of state in 
charge of a Democrat were 
allayed by assurances from 
Mills that he would not take 
advantage 
of 
Reagan’s 
absence 
Admittedly they 
had an understanding that 
Mills would refrain from 
any 
action 
contrary 
to 
Reagan’s policies for state 
government. 
Not 
admitted 
but 
a 
certainty 
to 
have 
been 
promised was that Mills 
would not leave the state 
and in the event of illness 
would promptly notify the 
Governor Without such a 
precaution the mantle of 
gubernatorial 
authority 
would fall upon Speaker 
Robert Moretti, also an 
aspirant for the big job two 
years hence 
Still, it was apparent that 
Reagan’s trust only went so 
far He spent his last day 
before leaving the state 
cleaning 
up 
his 
desk 
Littered with more than 400 
measures 
resulting from 
the 
Legislature’s 
last 
minute rush to recess, he 
hurriedly processed all but 
one As a gesture he left a 
bill, authored by Mills, for 
the Senator to sign or veto 
The measure robs the state 
highway fund of nearly a 
million dollars a year to 
build bike trails, a pet 
project of the Senator’s. 


Miils entered his “term” 
as Governor in high ecstasy. 
Press releases announcing 
coffee 
parties, 
a 
mock 
inauguration, 
a 
19 
gun 
cannon salute and other 
great events, flooded the 
news rooms 


But the elation was to be 
as 
shortlived 
as 
Mills’ 
occupancy 
of 
the 
G o v e r n o r ’s 
chair. 
Unanticipated 
was 
the 
death 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
supervisor Burton W. Chace 


as a result ot a treeway 
accident. 
Chace, a Republican, was 
not 
seeking 
re-election 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
James 
A. 
Hayes 
and 
Democrat Marvin Braude 
will battle 
it 
out 
in 
November for the seat. 
The unexpected tragedy 
created a vacancy which 
can 
be 
filled 
by 
the 
Governor Earlier this year 
Reagan 
had 
named 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
Pete Schabarum to fill the 
Los Angeles supervisorial 
vacancy caused by the death 
of 
Democrat 
Frank 
Bonnelli. 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
William 
Campbell and Democratic 
Senator Lawrence Walsh 
also were seeking the post. 
The interim appointment of 
Schabarum permitted him 
to run as an incumbent and 
he walked off with the 
election This reversed the 3 
to 2 majority on the board 
held by the Democrats. 
Some Democrats saw in 
C h ace’s 
death 
the 
opportunity for Mills to 
restore the political margin 
on this nonpartisan board 
They urged him to appoint 
Braude thus enabling him to 
run as the incumbent. Mills 
resisted referring to his 
promise to Reagan. Senator 
Walsh angrily retorted that 
the committment applied 
only to bill signing and other 
matters relating to state 
government 
“ No 
one 
anticipated Chace’s death," 
he said 
Whether Mills would have 
withstood 
the 
pressures 
remains 
unknown 
For 
Reagan 
promptly 
dispatched Reinecke back 
home and thus cut short 
Mills’ regime. Walsh claims 
Mills’ failure to act dooms 
him as the Senate leader 
"There’s going to be a 
change," he said 
It is to Mills’ credit that 
he 
honored 
his 
committment But politics 
is a brutal game And his 
words 
utterred 
on 
the 
occasion 
of 
his 
“ inauguration” 
that 
"Fewer people will regret 
my administration than any 
other in 
the history of 
California" may have been 
ominous. Mills may be the 
only one to rule his reign if 
Walsh can capitalize on his 
refusal 
to 
appoint 
the 
Democratic 
supervisorial 
candidate.

Gestapo agent, arrived in 
New York Saturday night 
from Ascunsion, Paraguay, 
accompanied by five federal 
agents and a doctor. 
He allegedly heads a $2 5 
billion heroin ring that is 
based in South America and 
is responsible for more than 
onethird of the illicit heroin 
entering the United States 
He could be sentenced up 
to 
20 years 
in 
jail 
if 


convicted on each count of a 
four-count 
indictment 
issued 
by 
a 
Manhattan 
federal grand jury last May 
Tuesday, 
he 
faces 
arraignment on four counts 
of conspiracy to smuggle 94 
pounds of heroin worth an 
estimated $27 3 million into 
the United States in 1970 
His organization allegedly 
smuggled more than two 
tons of heroin 
into the 
country. 
In 
1950, 
Ricord 
was 
sentenced 
to 
death 
in 
absentia 
by 
a 
French 
military 
court 
for 
his 
Gestapo activities during 
World War U. 
Although an Argentine, he 
was arrested in Paraguay 
last 
year.

Searchers 
on 
horseback were called into 
southwestern New Mexico 
today to look for the bodies 
of 
five 
or 
six 
missing 
persons carried away by 
flash floodwaters 
The bodies of two other 
persons were found Sunday, 
hours after the Perchas 
River, fed by a week of hard 
rain, boiled out of its banks. 
Four feet of water rippled 
through 
Hillsboro, 
flattening 
buildings, 
washing 
away 
a 
dozen 
vehicles, 
injuring 
three 
persons and chasing 80 out 
of their homes to higher 
ground 
Many spent the 
night in the town school. 
Lupe Terrazas, about 75, 
was killed when high water 
caused the adobe walls of 
his house to collapse on him 
Ed Newton was drowned in 
his 
pickup, 
which 
was 


washed into the mainstream 
of the flooding Perchas. 
The river is within its 
banks now, 
said Sierra 
County Undersheriff Charlie 
Cox 
today. 
“ But 
the 
countryside is saturated and 
it wouldn’t take much rain 
to start it again ’’

MUNICH - (NEA) - The 
delicate-looking young wom­ 
an in kimono, a translator 
in the Olympic Village, said 
that her first name, Harku, 
means “spring girl” in Japa­ 
nese and that she learned 
her English from Elvis Pres­ 
ley records (“ I was crazy 
for him, isn’t t h a t terri­ 
ble?” ) and that, yes, she re­ 
membered when she was a 
school girl and Mr. Kamin­ 
aga lost in the judo cham­ 
pionship in the Tokyo.Olym­ 
pics in 1964 and how there 
were tears in the land. 
She laughed now, though, 
when she was told what An­ 
ton Geesink had said Gee- 
sink was the Dutchman who 
had upset Akio Kaminaga in 
the open division f in a ls . 
“ The moment I had beaten 
him, the poor Japanese felt 
it was the most humiliating 
event to happen to Japan 
since losing the S econ d 
World War,” said Geesink. 
“ I feel sorry for them.” 
Mr. Kaminaga greeted us 
at the door of his small, 
spare third-floor room in a 
tall Olympic Village build­ 
ing. He is now the coach of 
the Japanese judo team. He 
wore the red team sweat 
suit with “ Nippon” in white 
block letters a c r o s s the 
chest. He is a large round- 
faced man with beefy hands, 
but he is not of the masto- 
donic proportions of a Sumo 
wrestler. 
He is 5-10 and at 240 
pounds is 20 pounds heavier 
than his competitive weight. 
He has been retired for five 
years. He is 36 years old 
and has taken to wearing 
glasses because of an “ eye 
sickness.” He is regularly 
employed as a personnel 
manager in a large steel 
company in Tokyo but was 
asked to coach the Olympic 
judo team this year because, 
as a Japanese journalist told 
me, “we wanted Mr. Kamin­ 
aga to recover from his bit­ 
ter experience and hope he 
has learned something quite 
valuable from it for the ad-

vantage of our current judo 
athletes." 
We sat at a small card 
table 
Mr. Kaminaga con­ 
tinually jo g g e d the few 
papers on the table. He is 
polite, has little ability for 
smiling easily. 
Mr. Kaminaga says he no 
longer considers that he car­ 
ries a burden for the Japa­ 
nese people, as he did in 
1964. “ I had to bare my lone­ 
liness after what happened,” 
he said. “ But 1 came to real­ 
ize that the experience of 
participation, not the win­ 
ning or losing, is the impor­ 
tant thing. So now 1 look on 
the brighter side ” 


He says he emphasizes to 
his six athletes (one for each 
of the Olympic divisions) 
that they should not walk 
with any unnecessary pres­ 
sure on them. He had suf­ 
fered just such pressure. 
Judo has been popularized 
by the Japanese. It is con­ 
sidered their national sport 
and the rituals, such as ad­ 
versaries h o ld in g each 
other’s kimono jacket collar 
immediately before a com­ 
petition, date back thousands 
of years to the customs of 


ancient combatants. 
J u d o was selected in 
1964 as the trad itio n a l 
“ house sport" for the Olym­ 
pic host. The Japanese were 
therefore to be assured of 
at least one gold medal Mr. 
Kaminaga was to be that 
certain winner. In the lavish­ 
ly ornamental pagoda-like 
Nippon Budokan Hall, dis­ 
aster struck. “ My opponent 
was superior to me in judo.” 
says Mr Kaminaga. “ I know 
now that it was no disgrace 
Some people were unkind to 
me then But many others 
wrote to me comforting let­ 
ters.” 
Judo was dropped as an 
Olympic sport in 1968 But 
a recent growth in interna­ 
tional popularity has brought 
it back. In 1964, there were 
29 countries with judo teams 
in the Olympics. Now there 
are 50. 
Mr. Kaminaga said that, 
no, judo is not a religion in 
Japan. It is, though, a com­ 
bination of art, science and 
sport. 
“ Art,” he said, “ because 
it is done in pure circular 
movements; no angle in any 
movement. Science because

Yesterday we returned our rented VW to Munich, since a 
car is no longer essential Dad said traffic would be fierce 
in Munich. Since we had plenty of time we would head south 
to Innsbruck and then back north on the other side of the 
city to the airport where we were to leave the car This is 
the long way around 


Part of our reason for going back into Austria was to 
spend about $5 worth of their coins we still had, because the 
banks will only exchange paper money, or so dad said 
This proved to be false When we got to the bank at the 
airport they had a sign stating they would exchange coins.

On the way to Austria we stopped in Garmisch-

While driving to Munich we were listening to Armed 
F orces radio and kept hearing advice to not go into the city 
unless it was necessary, but to use alternate routes We did, 
and didn’t get lost The good father’s prayers are still with 
us and I hope they work for train and bus schedules now. 


After leaving the car we took a bus to the train station 
and • apparently everybody took the traffic warnings 
seriously There was absolutely no traffic to speak of. The 
streets were as empty of cars as Lompoc would be at 2 a m 


When the Olympic Opening Ceremonies began at 3 p m 
almost every store and business was closed Everywhere I 
looked people were either watching the ceremonies on TV 
or had their ears glued to radios This disturbed me slightly 
since our bus driver kept trying to tune in his transistor 
radio while he was driving 
The tram depot was a sea of confusion since the crowd 
from the opening ceremony was arriving there as we were 
After wandering aimlessly for a while we finally found the

Oberammergau, which cost 63 marks (about $20) for all 
three We later discovered that you can buy a weekly pass 
for 55 marks each, a considerable savings As I stated 
earlier, we keep getting smarter 
Since we had to switch at Nurnau to a bus for the 
remainder of the trip, it took about two hours to reach our 
destination 
Today is Sunday and an R and R day for us. Our tickets 
for events don’t start until tomorrow Our first day

Labor and change 


We call it Labor Day but our practice is 
the opposite. It is a day not to labor but to 
rest. 
It is not the only paradox about this 
particular holiday. In most of the world 
labor’s day is May 1, a date of ideological 
significance and observed by emphasizing 
class differences. 
Here, it is different both in date and 
emphasis, a day of mass solidarity at least 
in relaxation. 
But even as we observe it in our way, 
time and technological progress keep 
taking us farther and farther from the 
original significance. 
It was the unskilled and semiskilled 
laboring man, the blue-collar legions of an 
industrial society in the making, that the 
first Monday of each September initially 
was designated to honor. 
Many a sunny day of picnics, parades, 
ball games and just plain taking it easy has 
since been crossed off the calendars. And 
the nation that was building an industrial 
society has completed that task and gone 
beyond. It is now deep into the age of 
computers and automation, not the least of 
• the

being

steadily 
diminishing role for the nonspecialized 
worker.

Change, however, has often been at a 
painfully high price in human terms. We 
have succeeded in building a society where 
much more than muscle is necessary to 
maintain momentum, for society itself and 
for the individual. The result 
is the 
increasing demand in recent years for 
working people with some degree of 
technological competence, and declining 
significance to society of those without it 
It is a particularly bitter paradox for 
many at this time, however, that that 
sector of the economy which has been 
m o st 
v i s i b l y 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
of

progress,

industry, should be depressed with the 
expensive

of
